One other very important point is for 
vou to keep up as ric h as possible on 
the new fabrics and constructions as they 
appear. The National Institute of Dry 
cleaning publishes bulletins on these 
every month. You and your store per 
sonnel should be familiar with them. | 
believe there are limits in how far clean 
ers can try to dictate consumer prefer 
ences 

When you get a tough garment, ex 
plain the problem to your customer and 
tell her that an extra charge may be re- 
quired for processing the item. I think 
you will find that most of your customers

New Law Extends GI Rights: The 


President has signed Public Law 7 


permitting servicemen in the armed 
forces on January 31, 1955, to earn 
up to 36 months of rights to Korean 
GI Bill education and training. A 
previous Presidential proclamation 
had set January 31 as the cutoff point 
for GI Bill entitlement. 

The new law will be particularly 
helpful to the young men who entered 
military service shortly before the 
January cutoff point, since it will al- 
low them to count their service after 
that date for GI training purposes. It 
also establishes January 31, 1965, or 
eight years after discharge or release 
(whichever comes first), as the date 
beyond which training may not be 
given.

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The Consumer Survey 


During the Chicago convention, one of the speakers, 
William H. Gove, summed up the crux of selling in 
one sentence: “Find out what people want, and make 
it easy for them to get it.” This sentence, like all such 
generalities, oversimplifies the problem, but it is an ex 
cellent starting point 

Well, how do you find out what the consumers want 
and make it easy for them to get it? You ask them 
Asking them is just what the National Institute of Dry 
cleaning has done by hiring National Family Opinion 
Inc., to make a survey on what the nation’s consumers 
think about drycleaning 

A preliminary report on the survey findings was 
given at the convention by Bill Browne, NID public 
relations head. Mr. Browne's report was loaded with 
information on what consumers want and how to make 
it easy for them to get it 

As this is being written, the complete report has not 
been received. It should be on your desk very shortly 
It was pointed out in Chicago that the report is na 
tional in scope and, consequently, cannot serve as a de 
tailed guide for any particular locality. But it can and 
should serve as a framework for your own local survey. 
It shows buying habits according to income group and 
population density. Some regional data is provided. 
Some of the preferences stand out so clearly that they 
obviously can be applied almost “across the board 

You can see, from this list of general categories 
covered, that the report can help you 

What percentage of families use drycleaning 
service, and how often do they use it? Ninety-eight 
percent use it at some time or another 

How much of a factor is income in the use of 
drycleaning service? The more income, the more use 

How about use of drycleaning service by occu 
pation and geographical area? The survey brings up 
a number of significant points 

Are users buying more or less drycleaning than 
they did a year ago? It's about the same. Fourteen 
percent are buying more because the children wear 
more clothes that require cleaning Twelve percent 
buv less, with half of these citing the trend toward 
washable clothes as the reason 

How many deal with a single cleaner 
swer was 59 percent 

Who selects the drycleaner? It's the housewife 
two out of three times 

Are drycleaning prices fair? Nine out of ten 
thought so 

Would customers pay more for better cleaning? 
lhirty-nine percent said yes 

What factors are most important in the selection 
of a drycleaner? The replies, in order of preference

How about cash-and-carry vs. routes? Thev an

swered 54.5 percent for cash-and-carry, 45.5 for routes. 
—How many families were — oy with their 


cleaning service for any reason during the last six 
months? One family in four. The four most common 
complaints, ranked by frequency, were spots not re- 
moved, poor pressing, fers ey and bad odor. Nearly 
half of those with gripes said that they failed to report 
at least some of these instances to the cleaner re- 
sponsible. 

-What about home spotting? Seventy-two percent 
practice it at least occasionally. 

Two broad findings of the report are obvious, and 
they ought to be carefully considered in anybody's 
sales planning. 

The first is the size of the undeveloped market. Cus- 
tomers who use the service less than once a month 
are certainly not contributing very much to the 
growth of the industry. Yet one out of three families 
falls into this bracket. Talk about a potential market! 
Two percent of the American market don't use the 
service at all; another 20 percent are only once-a- 
month users. 

It is true that a lot of the less-than-once-a-monthers 
are in the lower income brackets. More than half, 55 
percent, of the families making less than $2,000 a 
year are in it; so are 42 percent of those in the $2,000- 
$3,000 bracket. But there are still plenty of higher- 
income families who use the service less than once a 
month: 30 percent of those in the $3,000-$5,000 class, 
and 18 percent of those making more than $5,000. An- 
other 17 percent of those in the top income class send 
only once a month. 

The other factor was price. A number of questions 
in the survey touched on it, but the answer came out 
the same every time. Price is not the big factor in dry- 
cleaning sales. Yet most cleaners seem to be knock- 
ing themselves out in trying to appeal to what is really 
a minor motivation, Rather than advertise the quality 
and service they provide for their price, they talk 
about the price at which they offer their quality. 

When asked why they deal with just one cleaner, 
only 4 percent of the consumers mentioned price as 
the reason. Of the two out of five families who “float,” 
only 16 percent float for price. The other 84 percent 
are more concerned with better work, convenience, 
quick service, friendliness, route service, and so on. 

To the question “Are drycleaning prices fair?” 9 
out of 10 said yes. Thirty-nine percent said they'd pay 
more for better quality, 61 percent said they would 
not, and nearly all said they would not accept lower 
quality for less money, 

Even more proof came in the question asking why a 
consumer picks a particular cleaner. Only 6 percent 
cited price as the main reason. Quality, convenience, 
promptness and courtesy far outrank dollars and cents. 

This survey, we feel, is one of the most important 
single services that the NID has offered. We expect to 
examine it further in a subsequent issue

IT IS DIFFICULT to conceive how 
i housewife can wash and finish a 
fancy cotton dress at home without

Why? Because they do not 
issociate cotton with drycleaning and 


ruining its appearance

In the summer of 1953 we at Pros- 
perity were faced with a stern prob- 
lem. Women were wearing more and 
more cottons with the result that our 
dress volume was diminishing at an 
alarming rate. We, in a city of nine 
million people, had a new market if 
we could discover the right method 
to service cottons, 

Long conterences were he Id with 
our produc tion and sales management 
staffs. The facts were that the method 
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of finishing was crude, the cottons 
had no body or luster, the sizing was 
poor, At the time the industry knew 
only one way to handle cottons— 
washing and starching. With the new 
colors and _ styles, starching became 
impossible because of the streaking 
effect left by the starch, especially on 
dark colors. This problem, plus the 
additional cost in finishing, compelled 
us to abandon the starching process 

Our next attempt was to try a wet 
sizing, such as gelatin or gum arabic 
This, too, failed because the finish 
was unsatisfactory 

We began experimenting with sol 
vent-soluble waxes, generally used for 
water repellenc y. While this gave cot 
tons a little more body, it, too, was 
rejected because the wax failed to 
give the garment the desired body 
and luster 

During our experiments a number 
of soap manufacturers were develop- 


ing a soluble sizing for application 
in drycleaning, which was introduced 
on the market in early ‘54. We then 
began to concentrate our efforts with 
these new sizings on the dry side. 


Sizing Selected 


After many experiments and tests 
of various types we finally selected a 
sizing that was made locally, because 
it gave us the most satisfactory results 
for the least cost. Further tests deter- 
mined that a 6 percent solution gave 
the best results. 

These experiments were carried on 
crudely and the old hand-dip method 
was used. Three gallons of concen- 
trated sizing were mixed with 50 gal- 
lons of new solvent which gave us our 
standard 6 percent working solution. 
This was determined by trial and 
error. 

The next step was the complete 
mechanization of the sizing procedure 
in order that we be able to handle 
the anticipated increased volume. To 
accomplish this we installed a 550- 
gallon overhead storage tank, which 
was connected with the necessary pip 
ing, valves and pumps to one of our 
54-inch washers. A separate extractor 
tank was installed to receive the siz- 
ing-charged solution. This hook-up 
provided us with the facilities to 
handle a large volume. [Since the con 
vention Prosperity has installed a large 
washer-extractor for cotton cleaning 
and sizing. |

dresses was considerably higher than 
silks. This increased cost varies with 
locality, depending on wage structure 
production schedules, quality stand- 
ard and equipment 

4 deciding factor in our study was 
the number of times the customer 
would wear her cotton garment be 
tween cleanings. New York is known 
for its humidity July and August 
Because of the weather and the very 
absorbent nature of cottons, the aver 
age women would not wear a cotton 
garment more than two or three times. 

Although there are many expensive 
cotton garments on the market, the 
customers to whom we are most likely 
to cater buy the less expensive cot- 
tons, which I would say range from 
$10 to $25. 

Competition presented no problem 
since none of our competitors pro- 
moted cottons. 

After considering all these factors 
we concluded that a low price should 
be maintained, in order to encourage 
the housewife to stop washing cottons 
at home. Only a nominal charge of 
10 cents was added to the base price. 

Since most people have limited 
summer wardrobes, we felt that a two- 
day regular service would be further 
inducement for our customers. 

With production methods set up, 
a name for our new technique and a 
price policy established, we launched 
the campaign using these media: 


1. We utilized our 22-foot van-type 
trucks as rolling billboards. Large 
1-by-10-foot posters were posted on 
the side panels. 


In the windows of our 95 stores 
we had attractive posters featuring 
Cotton Clinic and Style-Set-Finishing. 
Posters were developed for the inte 
riors of the stores 


An 11-by-17-inch counter frame, 
illuminated by a 60-watt flashing 
bulb, told every customer coming into 
the store about our new Cotton Clinic. 


4. Our cellophane shirt bags were 
imprinted with the cotton message 
80,000 of them each week 


5. Our most effective and economi 
cal way of reaching the public in our 
area is through the use of house-to 
house circular distribution. We used 
this medium throughout the summer. 


6. We attached a small tag to each 
cotton garment certifying that the 
Cotton Clinic had processed it. 


7. To preserve the fresh, crisp finish 
of these cotton garments we delivered 
each garment on a hanger and in an 
attractive green bag imprinted with 
Cotton Clinic advertising.

In our case we use a 1 _ percent 
charged system and we predry every 
load for only 10 minutes at 100° F 
Of course you will realize that in the 
case of Sue h spots as blood albumen, 
etc., we prespot as is the common 
practice in all cleaning plants. 

Since the garments have been care 
fully classified before they leave our 
marking department, we are prepared 
to give each classification its standard 
drycleaning run using, in most cases, 
1% ounces of moisture per pound of 
fabrics with complete safety. Obvi- 
ously, on those weaves which do not 
permit us to use this maximum amount 
of water we have other moisture tables 
built for them. However, we have 
found that to use less than the full 
amount of water results in inferior 
cleaning, fewer passups and more 
wet leaning 

We make sure, also, that our solvent 
temperature remains between 75 and 
85° to get maximum cleaning effi- 
ciency with a minimum of trouble. 

We follow cleaning with a clear- 
solvent rinse 

A word of caution: Cotton fabrics 
pick up very readily impurities which 
may be found in any detergent bath 
not kept clean by frequent distilla- 
tions. While this may show up first 
as odor, to which all cottons are 
highly susceptible, staining occurs 
quite readily. This may be due to 
solvent-soluble dyestuffs and to cer- 
tain spotting agents. So we make it a 
practice to renew our detergent bath, 
following closely the recommenda- 
tions of our supplier. Also, to be 
doubly sure, we use a special acti- 
vated powder compounded by our 
detergent supplier. It is especially ef- 
fective in preventing the build-up of 
dyestuffs and other impurities. 

We follow drycleaning, rinsing and 
extraction with a sizing run, using a 
solvent-soluble sizing material sup 
plied by the manufacturer of our 
charged system of drycleaning. 

To handle this sizing step we are 
set up this way: First, we have right 
outside of our cleaning room a 250 
gallon tank, in which we maintain a

How does the charged system 
work with cold solvent? 


Since one of the main functions of 
the charged system is to remove water 
soluble soil, we conducted a series of 
experiments to determine the effect of 
cold solvent on the removal of salt 
and sugar from test swatches 

Our experiments revealed that the 
colder the solvent, the less the re 
moval of water-soluble soil 

When the 4 percent charged sol 
vent had a temperature of 78° F, a 
20-minute run removed about 42 per 
cent of the salt. Raising the tempera 
ture to 95° F increased this to 49 


percent. However, dropping the tem 


F lowered the 
salt removal to 30 percent. 


perature to 50 or 60 


The effect of temperature was even 
more marked on sugar removal. A 20 
minute run at 79° F removed about 
28 percent of the sugar. Raising the 
temperature to 95° F increased sugar 
removal to 41 percent. When the sol 
vent temperature was dropped to 60 
F sugar removal dropped consider 
ably under 20 percent, and when the 
solvent temperature dropped to 50° F 
there was almost no removal of sugar 

This does not mean that hot solvent 
is best. There is no reason to expect 
water-soluble soil removal to continue 
to increase if the solvent temperature 
goes above 95° F and, of course, hot 
solvent can cause a number of unde 
sirable effects. —Fulton 


How important is dye staining 
in the charged system? 

a charged system removes 
some water-soluble soil, it also re- 


Since 


moves some loose dye from fabrics. 
If this dye is not removed from the 
solvent by using activated carbon or 
some other decolorizing agent, it will 
stain other fabrics being drycleaned. 

Even though the garments may not 
actually pick up a pink, blue or green 
cast (which is most often the case) 
laboratory tests show that light-colored 
garments tend to become grayer in 
systems not using a decolorizer.— 
Fulton

improve solvent mileage. It might be 
necessary in some cases when running 
soft wool loads to check the lint bags 
(or screens) several times throughout 
the day's operation. 

It is also necessary from time to 
time to wetclean this bag to remove 
lint and embedded soil that may col 
lect and cut down the porosity of the 
bag. To do a thorough job of remov 
ing the lint the bag should be com 
pletely removed from the unit and 
brushed or shaken vigorously after it 
has been turned inside out. 

While many drycleaners object to 
the time required in removing lint 
bags and lint screens, remember that 
you cannot reclaim the solvent if air 
cannot circulate through the unit. 


2. The vent is normally closed dur 
ing the reclaiming cycle, and open 
while the unit is being loaded and 
during the deodorizing cycle. Many 
times lint gets under the vent valve 
If this should occur the valve is not 
securely closed and perce vapors may 
be expelled to the outside. The vent 
valve should be checked periodically 
for lint to make sure it seats properly.

What fabrics are causing the 
cleaner the most difficulty at the 
present time? 


We have received hundreds of On 
lon and Dynel pile coats which are 
currently so popular with the ladies 
The complaints are due to either tuft 
ing or matting of the pile, a condition 
that results from ordinary wear, par 
ticularly in those areas that receive 
considerable friction and pressure

The best way to handle these coats 
is to clean them separately Thev can 
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be cleaned with a load of soft wools 
but the washer should not be loaded 
to capacity as these coats are light in 
bulky.

lightly to prevent creasing and dry in 
a cabinet or a cool tumbler below 
140° F. Whatever you do, don't at- 
tempt to finish these coats by any 
method

Several of these coats were cleaned 
by the furrier’'s method as recom- 
mended on the affixed label, but we 
were unable to improve them satis 
factorily 

Pigment-printed garments repre 
sent another problem. In some cases, 
the complaints were due to a loss or 
fading of the print during dryclean 
ing. In others, the print had bled 
during prespotting or during some 
spotting proc edure 

If you suspect that a garment con 
tains a pigment print that will not 
withstand a regular drycleaning run, 
you can make a quick test by damp 
ening a white cloth with a drycleaning 
solvent and then rubbing it briskly 
over an unexposed seam. If the print 
contains a lacquer or a resin that has 
not been properly cured, some of the 
print will rub off onto the cloth, Lac 
quer binders are soluble and will bleed 
profusely to amyl acetate or to a paint 
remover, Before using either on any 
pigment dress, test on an unexposed 
seam 

Since rubbing action is apt to re 
move some ot the print you should not 
clean these garments with a regular 
load. Give them a short run by them 
selves. Next dry in a cabinet or air-dry 
rather than subject them to the me- 
chanical and rubbing action of tumb- 
ling 

Orlon sweaters pose another prob- 
lem. The most common complaints 
are: (1) stretching and loss of shape, 
(2) pilling or balling of the fibers on 
the surface of the fabric, (3) yellow 
ing of white and light-colored sweat- 


ers, and (4) graying of whites and 
pastel colors. 

When cleaning by the hand method, 
the sweater should be soaked in a 
solvent and a detergent solution from 
20 to 30 minutes. Rinse in distilled 
solvent to completely remove the de- 
tergent which left in light-colored 
sweaters is very apt to cause yellow- 
ing. 

When cleaning by the machine 
method, whether using petroleum or 
synthetic solvent, place the sweater 
in a net bag and put it in the wheel 
the last 5 minutes of the rinse cycle 
with a load of soft woolens. The short 
rinse minimizes distortion and there 
is less chance of redeposition of soil 
or of the sweater developing a harsh 
feel, 

After cleaning by either hand or 
machine, the sweater should be ex- 
tracted lightly to reduce wrinkling, 
and then hung over the bar of a 
cardboard or wooden hanger to dry. 
The sweaters should then be air-dried 
or dried in a cabinet at a temperature 
no higher than 120° F. Higher tem- 
peratures may cause yellowing. Do 
not tumble as this aggravates pilling, 
contributes to distortion and tends to 
create a linting problem. 

If wetcleaning is necessary, Orlon 
sweaters should be done by hand. 
Merely place the garment in a luke- 
warm water-and-detergent bath and 
work the soil out of the fabric with 
your hands. Do not brush or pull 
while the fabric is wet as this will 
invariably stretch the sweaters out of 
shape. 

Handled properly during the dry- 
cleaning or wetcleaning processes, 
these sweaters won't need to be fin- 
ished. Finishing, as a matter of fact, 
causes them to stretch out of shape 
and become harsh to the feel. Once 
an Orlon sweater has been stretched 
it is impossible to shrink or block it 


back to its original size-—Hardin # #

garments? We have recently run 
some tests which perhaps will throw 


some light on the subject 
We put some solvent containing 
detergent and moisture into a quart 


jar along with a rayon swatch im- 
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pregnated with salt (which we use 
to measure removal of water-soluble 
soil), We then closed the jar and 
shook it for 30 minutes on a me- 
chanical device. We removed the 
rayon swatch from the jar, analyzed 
it and, to our surprise, found that we 
had removed almost no salt from the 
swatch. Then we put some unsoiled 
rayon, free from salt, in the jar along 
with the rayon swatch containing the 
salt, This time the salt came out of 
the rayon swatch. It was redeposited 
on the unsoiled rayon in the jar. Until 
we put some unsoiled fabric in the jar 
to pick up the salt, we couldn't obtain 
much salt removal from the salt- 
stained swatch. 


We continued these experiments in 
washer and filter, We 
charged the solvent with 4 percent 
detergent 


a laboratory 


We then made up a load 


of secondhand dresses. We soaked 
three-fourths of this load of dresses in 
salt water, extracted it and dried it. 
We ran these salt-filled dresses in the 
washer for 2% hours. Along with the 
dresses we included some of our 
standard salt swatches to show re- 
moval of water-soluble soil, and some 
unstained fabric of rayon, acetate, 
wool and cotton. Every 30 minutes we 
stopped the washer, removed our test 
swatches and replaced them with new 
ones, then again started the washer 
and continued the cleaning of our salt 
filled dresses. We found 


1. Despite the fact that most of the 
dresses in the load contained salt, we 
could find little evidence that any salt 
built up in the solvent. 


2. The salt redeposited on the un- 
stained fabrics that we ran in the 
load. Rayon, wool and cotton picked 
up considerable, although acetate 
picked up very little. 


3. Running the salt-stained load for 
several hours in the solvent did not 
affect the removal of salt from our 
standard salt swatches. Apparently the 
detergent and water in the solvent 
were removing water-soluble soil just 
as effectively at the end of the run 
as at the start. 


4. The transfer of salt from one 
fabric to another was not caused by 
the fabrics rubbing against each other.

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We took samples of solvent from 
the washer and analyzed them for 
sugar. The chemical analyses showed 
a sizable amount of sugar had built up 
in the solvent (over 400 milligrams 
per liter). Removal of salt from our 
salt swatches during a 30-minute test 
run remained the same (over 45 per- 
cent), but removal of sugar from the 
sugar swatches dropped to about 15 
percent. 


Little Sugar Deposition 


During the 30-minute run_ there 
was very little sugar redeposited on 
other fabrics, despite the fact that the 
solvent was holding quite a lot of 
sugar. There was a little sugar depos 
ited on rayon and wool, but only an 
amount that could be detected by 
chemical tests. There wasn't enough 
sugar deposited on wool to cause any 
visible browning when the wool was 
later heated in an oven. 

Thus, sugar doesn't behave the 
same way as salt. When sugar is re 
moved from fabrics in a charged sys- 
tem it isn’t redeposited on other fab 
rics, as is salt, but rather is held by 
the charged solvent 

Thus, here we had a washer and fil- 
ter full of solvent and detergent. It 
contained the normal amount of water, 
and we operated it at the same rela- 
tive humidity as before. It still re 
moved salt from our salt swatches, but 
it removed very little sugar. It looked 
as though the water in that system 
had become saturated with sugar. 

The next logical question was “How 
will we get the sugar out of the sys 
tem?” The most logical procedure 
seems to be to take the water out of 
the solvent 


Sugar Not in Water 


We ran two loads that were pre 
dried in a hot tumbler. No water was 
added with either load and by the 
time we finished running the second 
predried load, we had dropped the 
moisture in the solvent from approxi 
mately 0.29 percent down to 0.06 
percent water. We then replaced the 
water in the solvent with fresh, pure, 
uncontaminated water. Again we ana 
lyzed the solvent to see how much 
sugar it contained. It still contained 
the same amount of sugar as before. 


Taking the water out of the sol- 
vent did not remove one bit of the 
sugar. Apparently the sugar doesn't 
stay with the water—it stays with the 
detergent. Test loads run at this point 
showed that the sugar removal was 
still reduced to about 15 percent. So, 
we had the same condition in the sol

Sugar Removal Method 


We found a method of removing 
the sugar from the solvent, a method 
that wasn't too difficult and which was 
rather effective. We made up a load 
of cotton pickup bags, wet them out 
in water, extracted them, and put 
them in the washer while still damp. 
We ran these cotton pickup bags for 
an hour. This reduced the sugar con- 
tent of the solvent to less than 100 
milligrams of sugar per liter, but run

ning the damp bags raised the mois- 
ture content of the charged solvent 
to almost 1 percent. We had to run 
three predried loads of pickup bags to 
get the moisture content of the 
charged solvent back to normal. By 
the time we had got the moisture con- 
tent down to normal (around 0.3 per- 
cent) we had completely removed the 
sugar from the solvent. 

We repeated these tests using a 
one-bath system with 1 percent deter- 
gent. The one-bath system with a 30- 
minute run removed about 30 per- 
cent of the salt from our swatches 
and 15 percent of the sugar from the 
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sugar swatches. Again we ran a load 
of dresses that had been soaked in 
sugar solution. This time the sugar 
content of the solvent instead of climb- 
ing to over 400 milligrams per liter 
rose to only 134 milligrams per liter. 

A test load in this 1 percent charged 
solvent now gave a salt removal of 
29 percent (practically the same as 
before), but gave a sugar removal of 
only 7 percent. Thus when using one- 
quarter the amount of detergent only 
about one-quarter the amount of sugar 
built up in the solvent, but it seemed 
to have the same effect. This again 
indicates that it’s the ratio of sugar 
to detergent that’s important—it’s the 
detergent that seems to get saturated 
with sugar, rather than the water in 
this detergent. 


When we had the 1 percent system 
saturated with sugar, we again ran 
the damp pickup bags for an hour and 
followed this with two predried loads 
to remove the excess water. Again 
we found this effectively removed the 
sugar from the solvent and a test load 
after this treatment gave the same 
sugar removal as originally. 

Thus, when sugar is removed from 
fabrics by a charged system, the sugar 
doesn’t merely redeposit on other fab- 
rics—as does salt—but instead is held 
by the charged solvent. This is cer- 
tainly encouraging. Moreover, there 
is every reason to suspect that other 
water-soluble organic materials, such 
as those contained in perspiration, and 
especially those that are odoriferous, 
will behave the way sugar does, rather 
than the way salt does. 


Solvent Turnover Important 


The sugar doesn’t stay with the 
water but stays with the detergent. 
Thus a system which has a rather 
rapid turnover of detergent would not 
be apt to build up much sugar in the 
solvent. On the other hand, a system 
that has very little turnover of deter- 
gent would certainly be more apt to 
build up sugar and similar organic 
impurities. 


Although we have used both salt 
and sugar swatches in quite a bit of 
our experimental work, we have yet 
to see a load where removal of salt is 
poor and where sugar removal is good. 
Thus we are continuing to use a salt 
swatch in our Cleaning Performance 
Test, since our observations so far in- 
dicate that if salt removal is poor, 
then removal of other water-soluble 
soils is also poor. If we tell you your 
removal of water-soluble soil is low, 
we feel that we are on the conserva- 
tive side.

The Mysterious Brown Spots 


Probably the most baffling type of 
problem we have encountered during 
the past 10 years has been where a 
member suddenly ran into a regular 
epidemic of brown spots on his dry- 
cleaned garments. 


A number of years ago we found 
that plants experiencing trouble with 
the brown spots usually had a tum- 
bler that was running hot. We found 
that if the plant reduced the heat on 
its tumblers it usually got rid of the 
trouble from the brown spots. How- 
ever, this still didn’t explain the reason 
for them. 


Caramelized Sugar 


As you well know, several years 
ago we discovered that most of the 
brown stains formerly thought to be 
tannin were actually caused by re- 
ducing sugars. When such stains are 
heated in an overheated tumbler, they 
turn into an indelible brown caramel- 
ized sugar stain. Many plants that 
have encountered the brown-stain 
trouble have sent stained garments 
into our analysis department. We have 
found that the brown stains contain 
sugar. 


In many cases the brown stains are 
on the fronts of garments — areas 
where one might expect sugar-con- 
taining beverages would be spilled. 
Thus in some cases the brown stains 
were merely caused by an overheated 
tumbler which developed or browned 
all the previously invisible beverage 
stains that had been spilled on the gar- 
ment. 

However, there have been many 
cases where the brown spots were not 
on the fronts of the garments. Often 
they appeared on the backs of coats 
and on other areas where it would be 
highly improbable that a beverage or 
food would have been spilled. In 
many instances the plant reported that 
it was adding an emulsion of water, 
detergent and solvent, and that it felt 
that wherever this emulsion contacted 
the garments, the brown stains had 
appeared. Often the plantowner felt 
sure that the detergent he was using 
contained some brown staining mate- 
rial, 


Soap Not Responsible 


Many plants experiencing the 
brown-spot trouble have sent us a 
sample of their detergent or of the 
water emulsion they were using. We 
have applied these emulsions and de- 
tergents to white wool, then steamed 
the white wool, pressed it, baked it

Sugar Buildup 


Evidently the reason for much of 


the brown staining has been that the 
plant has operated with a charged 
system containing considerable sugar. 
Then 


it has added an emulsion of 
water which—perhaps because not 
added properly—made wet spots on 
These wet spots then 
picked up sugar from the solvent. The 
plant was running with an overheated 
tumbler so the sugar spots turned 
brown during tumbling. Of course 
there was not any sugar in the fresh 
detergent—it had merely built up in

Probably some of you in the audi- 
ence have experienced this brown-spot 
trouble. Perhaps you are thinking, “I 
wasn't using any 4 percent charged 
system at that time. I wasn’t even 
using a charged system.” You thought 
you weren't using a charged system, 
but you were probably using a syn- 
thetic type of detergent that wasn’t 
removed by filtration, and which built 
up in the solvent from load to load. 
So, especially if you didn’t distill very 
often, probably had a _ mild 
charged system—even though you 
didn't realize it. 


you 


Effect of Soap Concentration 


We tried this with a mild charged 
system. We reduced the concentration 
of detergent to 4% percent. Then we 
ran a load of garments one-quarter of 
which had been dipped in a sugar 
solution, extracted and dried. You may 
recall that when we tried using only 
one-quarter of the load contaminated 
with sugar with the 4 percent charge, 
we didn't build up enough sugar to 
even find it. However, when we used 
one-quarter of the load impregnated 
with sugar with our dilute charge— 
ly percent—we built up a little sugar 
in the solvent. It wasn’t very much, 
but it was enough to cause a very 
prominent brown spot on a piece of 
wet wool. In fact, the lower the con- 
centration of detergent, the smaller 
the amount of sugar you have to build 
up in the solvent before you run into 
the brown-spot trouble. 

If you ever run into the brown-spot 
epidemic again, the first thing to do 
is to check your tumbler temperatures 
The next thing to do is to distill your 
solvent and get the sugar out. Or, you 
can run a load of wet cotton pickup 
bags in the solvent for an hour, and 
then run a few predried loads to re 
move the water. # #

Accounting Terms Defined: The com 
mittee on terminology of the Ameri 
can Institute of Accountants has is 
sued a bulletin to clarify the meaning 
of several words commonly used in 
financial statements. The committee 
recommends these distinctions 

Proceeds should apply to receipts 
of all kinds, including borrowing, and 
should ordinarily be used only in dis 
cussing transactions, not as a caption 
in the principal financial statements. 

Revenue should be more widely 
used in referring to charges made to 
customers and others for goods and 
services, rather than “income” or 
“gross income 

In financial statements profit and 
income should be used only with the 
appropriate adjective “gross,” “oper- 
ating’ or “net.” 

Income IS recommended instead of 
profit in the phrases “operating in 


come “net income” and “income 


statement” (instead of “statement of 
profit and loss 

Gross profit may be used to de 
scribe operating revenue less cost of 
goods sold, but the committee prefers 
“gross profit on sales” or “gross mar 
gin.” “Profit” may also be used as in 
describing a specific item, such as 
“profit on sale of fixed assets.” 


The term earmngs 1s used as a 


synonym for “net income,” but the 


committee hopes that one term will 


eventually be used. Recently there 


has been a trend toward “earnings, 


although a majority of published fi 


nancial statements use “net income.”

Cleaning Plant Was 
Not a Nuisance 


If a legally located cleaning plant con- 
ducts its business with proper appliances 
and occupants of nearby homes are 
caused discomfort, are they entitled to 
damages or a court injunction against 
continued operation of the plant in the 
same way? 


No, said the Supreme Court for 
Nassau County, N. Y., in a case that 
Long Beach—population 
about 15,000. (Scheinberg v. Churnin, 
132 N. Y. Supp. 2d 612.) 

The three plaintiffs owned adjacent 
homes. At the rear of the homes, and 
fronting on a parallel street was a 
modernly equipped cleaning establish- 
ment.
